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State Policies Drive
Equitable Justice

Impacts from recent legislation:

 ~1,500 fewer youth arrested in San Joaquin County following Prop 64.

 Structured diversion programming has reduced recidivism by nearly 80% for participants.

 ~28,000 sentences reduced, re-sentenced, or dismissed through Prop 47.

Additional Policies Needed:

 Automatic sealing of old convictions.

 One standard of healing and justice for all victims.

 Elimination of financial contributions / conflicts of interest between police and prosecutors.

 More alternatives for transition age youth and vulnerable adults (mentally ill, homeless, etc.) 

– especially for those engaged in behaviors driven by poverty or illness.
